$364,558. A store departm ent Is m ain­ 
tained in connection with the recla­ 
m ation plant, from which all reclaim ­ 
ed, repaired and m anufactured m a­ 
terial is shipped on requisitions. Much 
of the iron m ade from scrap is ship­ 
ped to S anta Fe repair shops and 
used in the repair of cars and loco­ 
motives. 
The S anta Fe also operates a rail 
yard a t San Bernardino, a rail mill 
at Newton, K ansas, and m aintains a 
grain door reclam ation service at C hi­ 
cago, K ansas City, G alveston, and 
other points, where tem porary grain 
doors are reclaim ed and recondition­ 
ed for fu rth er use at grain loading 
points. 
In 1926 the savings from 
grain door reclam ation were $209.570 
In 1926 the rail shop at San B er­ 
nardino reconditioned 12,658 tons of 
light steel rail and 3,448 tons of scrap 
rail which were sold, the saving real­ 
ized being $79,201.

For A gatha’s aunt. Sari Fedak, is 
th e great Hungarian actress whom 
M olnar m arried and for whom he 
writes his star roles. 
She was a student of languages 
(she speaks six fluently) at the state 
university of 
Budapest 
Her 
pro­ 
fessors told her not to study French 
English or Italian in a land as young 
as America 
They felt certain th a t 
American colleges stood almost ex­ 
clusively for athletics. 
Awarded Scholarship 
“And so," Agatha Fedak, who is a 
young, 
strong, 
blonde, 
blue-eyed 
H ungarian girl, explained, “I decided 
to apply for a scholarship in physical 
education. 
I got it through the In ­ 
ternational Student 
Exchange 
and 
here I am 
at 
Temple 
University 
which they picked for me. 
“Now th a t I have been in your 
country several weeks, I like it. Back 
home in Hungary, where I have a 
title, people could never understand 
my love of sports. 
I was one of the 
very few girls in Budapest who could 
ski and skate and play tennis and 
swim." 
Many things here 
surprise 
Miss 
Fedak 
She is astonished 
at 
the 
youth of the college professors. 
In 
Hungary they are all old, she says. 
She can not get accustomed to seeing 
women doing everything everywhere. 
“Men First" In Hungary 
“At home, especially since the war, 
only a few women can get into our 
colleges. 
Our 
universities 
are so 
overcrowded. 
We think 
the 
men 
should be allowed to go first. 
We 
have no women professors in H un­ 
gary'. 
There is 
only 
one 
woman 
architect and one woman lawyer in 
all of Hungary. 
“The vote? 
We have it only after 
we are thirty years old, or have three 
children, 
or 
are 
very influential— 
have w hat you call push, or pull, I 
think.”

is Agatha 
Fedak’s 
ambition, 
after staying in the United 
States 
a year or two, to go to Rome and 
then to Geneva. 
She wants to de­ 
vote her time to some international 
organization, like the League of Na­ 
tions or the International Bureau de 
Travail.

To Link Australia 
Ani Britain By Air 
Within Three Years 


< Internal Iona! Nt-w pi*rvlee> 
LONDON. Oct. 21. — A British Em ­ 
pire airship project linking Britain 
and Australia In nine days is likely 
to take shape within the next three 
years. 
The scheme aims at completing the 
journey with but three stops be­ 
tween London and Perth. It is hoped 
to carry 100 passengers in the utmost 
comfort. 
And the airships will pro­ 
vide even shower baths and dance 
floors. 
Two ships of this character are 
now being built by "Imperial Air­ 
ways" for the British government. 
They are being designed on pure­ 
ly scientific principles and are ex­ 
pected to meet all conditions of vary­ 
ing weather and tem perature they 
might have to undergo. 
The difficulties 
of 
housing 
and 
mooring airships 
have 
also 
been 
overcome. M ajor Scott, one of the 
mo * capable officers of the British 
ftn« now devised a moor­ 
ing tower entirely suitable for its 


purpose 
It is claimed that an air­ 
ship can now be moored in almost 
any weather, and th at the services 
of ten men only will be necessary 
for mooring it* 
If Australia undertakes to erect 
the mooring masts necessary, then It 
is calculated that an airship will 
be ready to make the voyage in 1930. 
Such a ship will be 730 feet long and 
able to lift 150 tons. 
The stops, all for the purpose of 
re-fuelllng, would be made in Egypt, 
Indian and Ceylon. 
Aboard the airship each traveler 
would have his own cabin, com fort­ 
able dining and lounge rooms, even 
shower baths at his disposal. 
It is 
estimated that the cost per mille by 
the airship would be twelve cents, as 
against 60 cents by aeroplane.

Quarter Lodgers Mayor 
Says 


Mayor William H 
Dunlap today 
sounded a call to city fathers to take 
early cognizance of the proximity of 
King W inter and make some arrange­ 
m ent whereby the “down-and-outers” 
can be given a place to stay in cold 
weather. 
The city has no “bunk room" owing 
to the installation of a heating sys­ 
tem, the basement beneath the city 


police station having been converted 
into a boiler room. 
The mayor believes th at 90 percent 
of the men who ask for one night’s 
lodging are workingmen, out of em ­ 
ployment temporarily and says the 
other 10 percent should be under po­ 
lice supervision, 
By police supervision the mayor 
means that it is far better for the 
citizens of Newr Castle to have per­ 
sons who may go wrong sleep in a 
“bunk room” than rove the streets 
during darkness. 
The mayor brought this subject be­ 
fore colleagues last summer but until 
today there has been nothing done 
toward a bunk room but councilman 
today indicated they are in full ac­ 
cord with his desires.

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Miss Brisbin Writes 
From Mission In A f rica 


8ome interesting insight into the 
work of the missionary in Africa are 
contained in the following letter from 
Miss Florence Brisbin. a missionary in 
Liberia, whose native home is New 
Castle. The letter is written to Rev 
F D Drake, pastor of ?he Pentecos­ 
tal tabernacle. 
Interior Mission. 
Cape Palmas. Liberia W Africa 
September 13. 1927 
Dear Brother and Sister Drake 
Greetings fo you both from the 
dark land of Africa. 
Yesterday I walked out ‘o the place 
where we had our rice farm this year 
with some of the mission girls to get 
firewood Near the center of the farm 
the boys had made a shed by using 
a few upright 
sticks 
and 
joining 
cross sticks to these. 
They made a 
very good skeleton. 
Over this they 
laid 
several 
thicknesses 
of 
palm 
branches and tied these to the sticks 
When I reached the farm, which is 
some distance from the mission, I 
was very warm. The sun’s rays were 
indeed penetrating, so I was very 
glad for this shelter. 
The farm is 
Just a place clean'd in the forest 
A couple of weeks ago three oi us 
missionaries went on a little preach­ 
ing trip. 
We left here about day­ 
break and walked to another heathen 
village. 
It was a long, wearisome 
Journey, up hills and down, through 
swamps, over streams and rivers W? 
had Just taken five of our mission 
boys and two of our girls, leaving the 
rest in R uth’s charge. 
When 
we 


reached one of the streams there was 
no bridge, nor even a log across. But 
two men came along just then and 
carried u.s across on their backs. The 
stream was quite deep. 
When we reached the town, or vil­ 
lage rather, the people came out and 
brought little thrones for us to sit 
on 
By this I mean the cutest little 
chair about two inches 
from the 
ground. It is on these the chiefs and 
king sit when they hold their African 
court or palaver 
So we call them 
thrones. 
Then all who were in the 
town came out to greet the white 
missionaries who had come, and they 
stood in front of us. looked us over, 
talked about us. 
It was all quite 
amusing to us. The mothers brought 
their babies for us to see, but at the 
very sight of a white face these little 
pickins cry lustily. 
All the same, it 
makes the mother very happy to have 
her little one admired by the white 
folk. 
After this the}’ invited us to a large 
round hu1 that was nicely swept and 
made ready for their guests. 
Again 
we w’ere glad for this refuge from the 
hot sun and from the peering eyes 
for a little. 
When we had washed off the dust 
and sat 
down to rest, our hostess 
came in carrying a large white dish- 
pan full of cooked rice. This she put 
in the middle of the floor, then she 
went back to her hut and came again 
with two white basins. In one she had 
chicken soup, while in the other was 
the chicken she had made the soup 


of. 
Say. I’ll not tell you how many 
feathers that poor chick never lost. 
Then she brought in one white enam ­ 
el bowl and three spoons. These peo­ 
ple all eat from one dish and so do 
their guests. When I saw that empty 
dish my appetite was almost gone. It 
had been dirty. Dear only know’s for 
what it might have been used, and 
>he had just taken a little cold water 
and rinsed it out and sw'iped that out 
with her forefinger. How’ do I know? 
Oh. many times I have seen them do 
so. Then. too. there were the marks 
of her finger in the dish. The spoons 
too were dirty, worn off old table­ 
spoons. We did not use the dish and 
the one spoon I wiped off thoroughly 
before lifting the rice 
with it. Our 
host left us alone and 
we 
were glad. 
We had taken along some white 
enamel cups to drink from and we 
used these for our dishes. The other 
two missionaries 
are out for 
their 
first term and have not gotten ac­ 
customed 
to 
the 
highly seasoned 
foods of the African. 
We tasted the 
rice and soup and found much too 
hot with pepper, red pepper, if you 
please. 
One of the missionaries ex­ 
pressed the desire to be relieved from 
the burning by the fire department. 
Well, we did our best. 
I could eat 
the soup very w’ell. so I ate soup, .the 
others ate rice and chicken. We had 
plenty left, but w’e gave it to the chil­ 
dren. 
We had only finished eating 
there when a man stepped in and 
asked us to go with bim to his house 
to eat chop 
I said: ‘‘Why, we Just 
finished eating.” He r'eplied that we 
must eat at his place, too. So went 
along with him to another little vil­ 
lage and there they served us rice, 
palm butter and smoked fish. 
One 
taste w’as enough for the other two. 
but I tried my best to# eat. 
All the 
time I felt like I was on fire. 
The 
other chop was only smoke in com­ 
parison to this. 
But we managed to 
make a small impression in the dish

Spanner's criticism of the airship 
has awakened wide interest here, com­ 
ing as it does at a time when the 
British government has under con» 
«traction two giant airships which 
are to be used commercially on the 
proposed Egypt-India route. 
Grave Weaknesses. 
"May I hope that this conference 
will take some step which will result 
In the institute putting it on record 
that it has no faith in the technical, 
practical or commercial aspects of the 
airship policy of the British air min- 
istry and wishes to see that policy 
dropped forthwith?” Spanner said. 
"I have come to the definite con­ 
clusion.” he continued, "that there 
arc grave weaknesses in the airsnip 
projects on which 
the 
British 
air 
ministry are at present engaged. Not 
crviy do I hold this opinion, but I am 
convinced th a t there is knowledge of 
weaknesses in the minds of the scien­ 
tific and technical experts.

an airship that quite small faults in 
workmanship, minor damage in oper­ 
ation, or slight corrosion are m is­ 
chances, any one of which is likely to 
cause sudden and complete failure of 
the whole structure. 
“The gas-bags are formed of cot­ 
ton fabrics covered on the

with gold beaters’ skins.

Not Immune to Conditions.

"By reason of the fact that the de­ 
signers of R33 lacked certain data re­ 
garding aerodjmamical stresses on an 
airship circling, that ill-fated ship 
had a factor of safety actually con­ 
sidered lower than the standard on 
which she had been nominally de­ 
signed.” 
Monkey Cure Sought 
For Child Paralysis 


NEW YORK,” OctT 21.—In an ef­ 
fort to develop a cure of infantile 
paralysis as a treatment during the 
first two or three days of the disease, 
twenty monkeys will be inoculated 
with the disease within a few days at 
Willard Parker 
hospital, 
Dr. Jos­ 
ephine B. Neal, who will conduct the 
experiment, announced yesterday. 
Five of the animals will be untreat­ 
ed after injection of the germs to 
act as “controls,” while every new 
method of checking the disease will 
be employed to cure the other fifteen, 
said Dr. Neal, a distinguished im ­ 
munologist. 
Dr. Neal said, danger of 
this malady had been greatly exag­ 
gerated, as at least one, and perhaps 
more than one, in four cases suffered 
no paralysis at all.
